Take a ‘portable’ bus, a couple ovens, a lot of goodwill and 
pizza. 

Pizza? 

What does pizza have to do with traveling and goodwill? 

A lot if you are a member of the Ilitch family, better known to 
Michigan residents as the founders of Little Caesar’s and “piz¬ 
za-pizza”, that now-famous marketing technique that prom¬ 
ulgated the pie into a national cuisine. 

Recently, as part of their traveling pizza give-away, the 
Hitch’s ‘Love Kitchen’ visited Romulus’s Community Baptist 
Church. 

Their mission-as Lisa Hitch put it, was to offer the tasty 
delight as served by Little Caesar’s to those people who can not 
afford the cost. 

The brainchild of Little Caesar’s chairman of the board, 
Michael Ilitch, the Love Kitchen will travel the United States to 
“provide nutritious pizza meals” to people in soup kitchens, 
churches and anywhere the hungry can be found. 

Since April, the traveling van entourage has served more 
than 11,000 people in the Detroit area. It’s next stop is Ohio, 
where at least 5,000 people are expected to be served. 

With their custom-made, totally self-contained van, the staff 
of the Love Kitchen can produce 10,000 slices of pizza at one 
time. 

Just as customers are served in the 750 Little Caesar’s 

franchises and outlets throughout the country, Love Kitchen 
recipients are served with precision timing and in a “team¬ 
like” effort. 

“It’s a large task,” Lisa Ilitch admitted of her family’s ven¬ 
ture. “You have to make contacts, coordinate help, find out if 


the site is big enough (for the van).” 

The Hitch’s have been concerned with fighting hunger in the 
United States and the Love Kitchen is a natural extension of a 
perfect way to help, according to Ilitch. 

“The statistics on the hungry people in the U.S. are stagger¬ 
ing so when you want to help out in a situation like this, there is 
no better placwe to start than in your own backyard,” Mike 
Ilitch said. 

“...I believe corporations need to be more conscious of the 
plight of the poor right here in our own urban communities, and 
I encourage all business people in the Detroit area to work to 
raise the corporate consciousness of their own companies,” he 
recently stated in a press release. 

Hoping others will follow in their footsteps is one way of 
“giving back” to society, Lisa Ilitch said. 

“It’s a family thing,” she said. “It’s something we’ve always 
wanted to do and we want to make sure it’s the way we want it.” 

Their policy is to “never take a penny” from anyone who is 
needy. 

Pizza served and staff provided at the various sites are 
funded by Little Caesar’s. There is no charge to organizations 
who participate in the food donation program. 

Currently averaging two weeks per month of on-the-road- 
travel, the Love Kitchen plans to expand its operation to a daily 
basis, all year round. 

After 26 years of serving pizza to a pizza-conscious society, 
the scheme seems to be working well. 

Adonna Buckley, coordinator for the ‘Outreach’ program at 
Community Baptist Church agreed. 

“They loved it,” she said of the hundred plus participants of 
the Love Kitchen’s July visit. “They wanted to know when we 
would have it again.” 

Soon, the Hitch’s assured.

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Grant ‘paves 
the way’ 
for city

More than 300 acres of unde¬ 
veloped land of Wahrman Road 
may soon become a hub of in¬ 
dustrial activity in the City of 
Romulus as the result of 
$383,000 federal Economic De¬ 
velopment Administration 
grant. 

The city received word last 
week of the grant, which will 
help finance the paving of 
Wahrman south of Eureka 
Road to Pennsylvania Road 
and the installation of storm 
drains and sanitary sewer 
lines. 

“We are extremely pleased 
to be the recipient of an Econo¬ 
mic Development Administra¬ 
tion grant,’’Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said in an interview 
Monday. “We got it in the wan¬ 
ing moments of the Eda and 
we’re just delighted. It fits in 
with our plans to open up 300 
acres for development...may 
be more. 

“This could be the catalyst 
for the whole area.” 

The project, according to the 
mayor, will cost about $700,000, 
although the actual dollar 
amount will not be known until 
after bids have been awarded. 
The city has the permission of 
the State of Michigan to borrow 
additional funds for the pro¬ 
ject, with those costs to be co¬ 
vered by the increase in the 
State Equalized Valuation as 
the result of development of the 
area. 

The city already has one 
commitment for the site from 
one firm, which had planned on 
moving from the City of Detroit 
to Troy, but switched to Romu¬ 
lus as the result of the city’s 
plans for developing the prop¬ 
erty as an industrial area. 

McAnally said the project 
will create about 100 private 
sector jobs initially, with about 
1,000 anticipated over the next 
five years. 

McAnally credited Congress¬ 
man William D. Ford with 
helping the city get the grant, 


noting that the request 
appeared doomed when the 
Reagan Administration re¬ 
quested $14.5 million to phase 
out the program in fiscal 1986 
rather than the $200 million 
that was approved by the 
House last week and an 
attempt to rescind funding for 
fiscal 1985. 

“This grant is evidence of the 
benefits that this worthwhile 
program can provide to econo¬ 
mic development in a commun¬ 
ity,” Ford said. “Mayor McA¬ 
nally and her staff are to com¬ 
mended for their excellent 
work on the EDA grant ap¬ 
plication.” 

The mayor also lauded her 
staff’s efforts in getting 
approval of the application, 
noting that “it’s hard to convey 
to them (EDA officials) the 
potential of vacant land.” 

The development of the 
Wahrman Road site fits in with 
the mayor’s plans for the city. 

“I have since my election 
attempted to promote the city 
because of its close proximity 
to the airport,” she explained. 
“It’sthere; it won’t go away, so 
we’re trying to use it to our be¬ 
nefit. 

“The quality of life in Romu¬ 
lus is much diminished by its 
proximity to the airport, and 
we should be able to provide 
better services for the benefit 
of our citizens by using the air¬ 
port to our advantage.” 

The mayor also believes that 
development of the area will 
also have a positive effect on 
the residents not only in an im¬ 
proved tax base, but in the re¬ 
tention of young people, who 
leave the city in search of em¬ 
ployment. 

'"Romulus residents are 
committed to a quality educa¬ 
tion, but once young people 
have completed school they 
have been leaving because 
there are no jobs here,” she 
said. “With the increased eco¬ 
nomic growth and develop¬ 
ment our young people will not 
have to go elsewhere for 
work.”

Second chance 

Citizens fight landfill proposal

Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Systems, (EMS), a De¬ 
troit-based solid waste landfill 
operation, has reapplied to the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources for approval to place a 
toxic waste site in Huron 
Township. 

EMS had previously applied 
to the DNR in January 1984 but 
was rejected on the basis of 
administrative errors, accord¬ 
ing to DNR spokesperson Min¬ 
dy Koch. 

This newest application is 
one of numerous opportunities 
opened to a land-fill operator 
attempting to obtain a license. 

DNR has until July 30 to find 
the application adminstrative- 
ly complete. After that time, 
the department has 120 days 


for a technical review, accord¬ 
ing to Koch. 

The site selected for dispos¬ 
ing of the as yet undisclosed 
toxic solid wastes is 300 acres 
already purchased by EMS at 
the northeast corner a Inter¬ 
state 275 and Will Carlton Road 
in Huron Township. 

That area, considered to be a 
part of a 100-year flood plain, an 
area sanctioned from landfills 
by the DNR, is also near 
Huron/Clinton Metro Park. 

A 100-year flood plain is an 
area of land considered sus¬ 
ceptible to flooding once in 100 
years. 

Thomas Handyside, of EMS, 
said it was a “matter of inter¬ 
pretation” as to whether a 
landfill can be placed in that 
area. Koch said that the law 
is “very, very clear that a land¬ 


fill cannot be located in a flood 
plain.” 

What the company may have 
in mind, she said last week, is 
the relocation of a county drain 
which would alter the 100-year 
flood plain and perhaps en¬ 
hance EMS’s chances of locat¬ 
ing the site there. 

A resolution strongly oppos¬ 
ing the contruction of the land¬ 
fill passed the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives shortly after the 
EMS reapplication was made 
public. 

Rep. Lynn Owen (D-Maybee) 
said House Bill 261 voices the 
objections over the project 
mainly because officials from 
the company “want to build 
their site on land that is near 
Huron Clinton’s Metro Park 
system...it’s also located on a 
flood plain area, and for ob-

vious reasons, that alone could 
prove very harmful to public 
health and safety...” 

The Bill voices the objections 
of the community as well.

An environmental protection 
millage, passed in July 1983, 
levied two mills for two years 
against residents to fight the 
landfill project. 

So far, the group has spent 
$400,000 in its attempts to halt 
construction. 

EMS currently operates a 
solid waste landfill in Sumptor 
Township. 

There is only one operating 
toxic waste site-Wayne Dis¬ 
posal in Van Buren Township-- 
currently in use in Michigan, 
according to the DNR. 

The DNR will provide its 
assessment of the EMS ap¬ 
plication to a site review board 
chosen by Governor James 
Blanchard and composed of 
officials from the department 
of public health, DNR, state 
police, a geologist, engineer 
and two township and county 
appointees.

State aid plan confirms 
commitment to education

The 1985-86 state school aid 
bill the Legislature has just 
enacted “reaffirms public 
education as the top priority in 
Lansing for the third year in a 
row,” according to Representa¬ 
tive Lynn Owen (D-Maybee). 

“The bill provides an 11.7 per¬ 
cent increase in direct state 
funding of the schools, after the 
record 19.7 percent increase of 
1983-84 and the 13.6 percent in¬ 
crease of 1984-85,“ Owen said. 

Roughly $1.8 billion will be 
going out to the districts in the 
coming year, in addition to the 
$596.7 million the state will pay 
for school employees’ retire¬ 
ment and the extensive rebates 
the state will be making to indi¬ 
vidual citizens on their school 
property taxes.” 

The 1985-86 school aid formula 
will provide a maximum per- 
pupil guarantee for each dis¬ 
trict, in combined formula aid 
and local operating revenue, of 
$339.35 plus $68,50 for each oper¬ 
ating mill levied, which will 
mean a guarantee of $2,469.70 
per pupil for an average 31.1- 
mill district, Owen explained. 
Owen explained. 

Some $28 of this amount will 


continue to depend upon the 
offering of a 6-hour day and 
either a specified minimum cur¬ 
riculum at the secondary level 
or comparable graduation stan¬ 
dards; and the $8.35 will be tied 
to either the maintenance of a 
class size of 25 pupils or less in 
kindergarten and first grade, or 
a 5 percent improvement over 
1984-85 class sizes in these 
grades, although waivers will 
be granted districts making 
good faith efforts to comply. 

“The substantial improve¬ 
ment in formula aid will con¬ 
tinue the process of bringing dis¬ 
tricts ‘into formula’ and thereby 
improving the overall equity of 
Michigan school finance, as has 
been occurring for the last two 
years,” Owen pointed out. 

“In addition, all major forms 
of categorical aid are being in¬ 
creased. State funding of spe¬ 
cial programs for gifted and 
talented students will see a hike 
of 55 percent over the dramatic 
improvement made last year, 
and state support of Vocational 
Education programs and equip¬ 
ment will rise fully 21 percent.” 

Both through the state school 
aid act and the Department of 


Education budget bill, the new 
state grants that were initiated 
last year as a result of the work 
of Speaker Gary Owen’s Ad Hoc 
Committee on Education 
$1,5000,000 to assist districts 
with voluntary mergers and 
$1,300,000 for cooperative prog¬ 
rams and high-tech projects - 
will be continued, Owen added. 

As part of the implementation 
of the recommendations of Gov¬ 
ernor Blanchard’s Summit 
Task Force, $1,000,000 will be 
made available to encourage 
early-childhood education and 
$1,292,540 will be provided for 
school safety and security prog¬ 
rams. 

“I am extremely pleased that 
our economic recovery permits 
us to make these gains for 
education and still contemplate 
further tax reduction of a 
meaningful and responsible na¬ 
ture, as evidenced by the tax- 
reform bills recently passed by 
the House,” Owen concluded. 
“But, most gratifying of all, in 
the process and in contrast to 
many of the years prior to 1983, 
our public schools are con¬ 
tinuing to receive the priority 
they deserve.”

The difference between a 
guard-trained dog and one not 
trained to that level is being able 
to stop the bite. 

That statement sometimes 
confuses the dog owner because 
they may have a preconceived 
notion that all guard dogs are 
vicious, all guard dogs are 
either Shepards, Dobermans or 
Bouviers, all guard dogs broth 
at the mouth, anxious for the 
next victim. 

The properly trained guard 
dog should be friendly toward 
everyone, strangers included, 
until given the provocation to 
act otherwise. 

A guard dog should be com¬ 
pletely sociable and immune to 
the outside irritants of loud 
noise, rock music, storms, teen¬ 
agers and abusive neighbors. 
His attitude should be that com¬ 


parable to a master of martial 
arts. In other words, a skill ful¬ 
ly-trained guard dog is one that 
can evaluate people and situa¬ 
tions. This animal uses his head, 
not muscle before reacting. 

Should the human factor pre¬ 
vail and the owner turn the dog 
“on” toward a stranger, more 
often than not, the dog will 
pause, evaluate, and, if correct¬ 
ly sizing up the person finds 
there is no danger to the owner, 
will NOT attack - thereby sav¬ 
ing someone’s life and saving 
the owner a lawsuit. 

Because a dog cannot recog¬ 
nize images clearly at a dis¬ 
tance, there is always that pos¬ 
sibility the dog will obey the 
master’s command to protect 
and charge after the 
“assailant.” This is where the 
supreme control of guard train¬ 
ing pays off. Should the master 
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a friend, the dog can be com¬ 
manded “out” and will im¬ 
mediately return to his master 
with no harm to anyone. This is 
what is meant by being able to 
STOP THE BITE. 

Any dog that evaluates, that 
doesn’t act like a bully dog, 
barking and lunging at anyone 
and everyone, that calmly 
appraises situations before 
reacting, is worth his weight in 
gold 

Any dog can be trained in this 
manner, be it a Poodle, Cocker 
Spaniel, Shepherd. Size and 
breed are irrelevant. Any dog 
can be guard trained but once 
trained to this proficiency 
MUST be given the respect a 
Muhammed Ali is given, for 
he’s earned it.

Annapolis Hospital staff will 
be available to answer ques¬ 
tions about hospital procedures 
and to inform deaf consumers 
about their rights as patients. A 
tour of the hospital will be in the 
evening’s activities, and in¬ 
clude the operating room, 
admitting area, laboratory and 
admitting department. 

“The open house is the latest 
in a series of improvements 
Annapolis has made to service 
the deaf community,” said Jan 
Cashin, audiologist at Annapo¬ 
lis Hospital. “Hearing im- 
paried persons are now identi¬ 
fied at the nursing intake inter¬ 
view on admission to the hos¬ 
pital. A yellow wrist band is 
used instead of the traditional 
white patient identification 
band. A yellow sticker is used 
on the patient’s chart and on 
the orders to alert staff that the 
patient is hearing impaired. 

“We have installed two 
TDD’s on the patient floors to 
compliment our TDD in the 
emergency room, and have 
added volume control handsets 
for the telephones. Since Janu¬ 
ary, Annapolis staff have 
attended sign language classes 
in the hospital and hospital¬ 
wide inservices have been held 
with representation from most 
hospital departments. 

“Perhaps most important of 
all, Annapolis has developed a 
formal policy on contracting 
interpreters for deaf patients. 
Interpreter lists have been 
formed and the hospital will 
pay the interpreter’s fee.” 

Annapolis is one of five hos¬ 
pitals owned and operated by 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA). Over the 
past three years, the PCHA 
hospitals have provided work¬ 
shops, health education classes 
for the deaf community, held 
sign language classes, added 
TDDs and- staged trial runs in 
their emergency rooms to test 
services for the hearing im¬ 
paired.

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Olds make dash across America

At the end 


It was the end of a long career last week when Betty Drake 
spent her last day at Jack Demmer Ford in Wayne. Drake had 
worked with Demmer since 1964 and acted as the business 
manager controller for the dealership. According to Demmer, 
she began her career when the business had only two or three 
employees and ended her career supervising more than 20. 
“We’ll really miss her,” Demmer said, “She’s always done a 
real good job.” Drake was honored by Demmer and her fellow 
employees at a farewell party July 16. 



Driving three vintage auto¬ 
mobiles, each more than 80 
years old, is presenting some 
unique problems to this year’s 
Curved Dash Across America 
team . .. problems like staying 
out of the way of modern, high 
speed traffic, performing 
needed maintenance and re¬ 
pairs while on the road and ex¬ 
plaining the chugging, 1- 
cylinder motorized curiosities 
to interested onlookers across 
the country. 

This year’s 3-car team in¬ 
cludes a 1902, 1903 and 1904 
curved dash Oldsmobiles, 
which will be passing through 
the Motor City later this week 
in a cross-country trek, slated 
to end in New York City Aug. 5. 

The team is made up of Roy 
Bernick in a 1903 Olds, Gary 
Hoosbeen in a 1902 Olds and 
Joseph Merli in a 1904 Olds, 
who began the race in San 
Francisco on June 30. Their 
mission is to deliver a letter 
from San Francisco Mayor Di¬ 
ane Feinstein to New York City 
Mayor Edward Koch by the Au¬ 
gust deadline. 

The team will leave from 
Lansing on July 26 and travel¬ 
ing at an estimated 10 miles per 
hour will pass through Mason, 
Stockbridge and Plymouth en- 
route to Dearborn, where the 
cars will be stored over night at 
Charnock Oldsmobile on 
Michigan Avenue. 

According to Sid Charnock, 
the dealership’s sales mana¬ 
ger, when the cars will arrive is 
uncertain, comsidering they 
will be covering more than 100 


miles and their departure time 
from Lansing is unknown. 

However, once at the deal¬ 
ership, the cars will be stored 
in the service area to permit 
the drivers a chance to make 
repairs and get them ready for 
the next day’s trek, which will 
be a resumption of the original 
route taken in 1903, across the 
Canadian border through 
Windsor, Leamington, Port 
Alma and Cedar Springs to the 
Saturday night stopover in 
Blenheim. 

According to Charnock, the 
race is being spearheaded by 
the Oldsmobile Division of the 
General Motors Corporation 
and the drivers are strictly 
“Olds enthusiasts.” 

While the drivers will be 
afforded the luxury of hotel 
accommodations, such as the 
Holiday Inn in Dearborn, and 
the use of dealership service 
areas, it was a different story 
for the original Curved Dash 
driving team of Lester Whit¬ 
man and Eugene Hammond, 
who left San Francisco on July 
6, 1903, and reached New York 
City on Sept. 18 of that year. 

According to accounts of the 
trip, published in “From Sea to 
Sea in 1903 in a Curved Dash 
Oldsmobile,” “West of Omaha, 
roads maps were nonexistent 
and the drivers were compel¬ 
led to draw up their own en- 
route as they talked to natives 
to determine the best trails.” 

There were no gas stations, 
motels, fast food restaurants, 
road signs and frequently no 
roads. 

“No one had succeeded in 
driving a motor car from sea to 
sea in either direction up to that

time. Several had made the 
attempt, including Cleveland’s 
pioneer automaker Alexander 
Winton, the previous year. 
They ended in dismal failure. 

“Winton was so discouraged 
after his car broke down in the 
Nevada sand dunes that he 
made a statement to the press 
that day that no motor vehicle, 
regardless of the make, would 
ever succeed in bridging the 
continent until better roads 
could be built.” The book 
goes on to note that“the state of 
metallurgical art in 1903 left 
much to be learned. Axles and 
springs snapped without warn¬ 
ing and engine parts would 
crystallize and break much to 
often.” 

The cross-country mail de¬ 
livery this year’s team will 
make follows in the footsteps of 
the 1903 race. At that time the 
team was to deliver a letter 
from San Francisco Mayor 
E.E. Schmitz to New York City 
Mayor Seth Lowe. 


There were times when it 
looked like that mail might not 
get through. In Placerville, 
California, they were forced to 
travel to a mine to get 5 gallons 
of gas; at Humbolt Sink in 
Nevada they got lost and ended 
up on an alkali lake “extending 
for miles; ’’ endured near freez¬ 
ing temperatures at 7,000 and 
8,000 feet elevations in Evan¬ 
ston, Wyoming; and in Omaha, 
Nebraska, ran into so much rain 
that their trip was delayed 
three days while they waited 
for the roads to clear. 

In Detroit, the team “went to 
the races in the afternoon.”

It shouldn’t take the 4th of 
July to get everyone in the mood 
for starting those barbeques 
and grills. I don’t know very 
many folks who would turn 
down a sizzling burger, a thick, 
juicy steak or a rotissed turkey 
or roast right off the grill! No 
bjg deal you say? Getting out of 
the kitchen on a hot steamy 
summer day really can be fun 
and easy, IF you know the cor¬ 
rect way to do it! 

First off, get the old fire 
going, or for those of you a tad 
more civilized, turn on the gas 
and get the lava rock hot. For 
proficient cooking, allow AT 
LEAST 30 to 45 minutes to get 
the coals afid grill hot. You can 
use an electric starter to cut 
down the need for starter fuel, 
and, if you BBQ a lot, it might be 
a worthwhile investment. 
Check out the local hardware 
store for models costing less 
than $14. Snubbing modern 
technology, I prefer to use a 
“chimney starter.” I took a 3- 
pound empty coffee can, cut out 
top and bottom and punch a few 
holes in the side. Fill the bottom 
with paper and top with coals, 
light and my coals are ready in 
30 minutes or less! 

Forget all those new fangled 
“hot-to-trot” must haves for 
BBQ gizmos. I recommend that 
all you need is a good pair of 
tongs (with a wooden handle), a 
long handled fork and spatula 
and an ovenproof, elbow-length 
oven mit. If you need skewers, 
purchase the cheap bamboo 
(soak them first in water over¬ 
night to keep from burning). An 
empty and well-cleaned out 
Windex bottle is also recom¬ 
mended for those fatty flare- 
ups. 

, Straight grill cooking is great 
fbr steaks, chops, burgers and 
poultry parts that have a 
tendency to cook faster. If de¬ 
sired, a “tent” made of foil can 
be used to speed up cooking 
poultry parts and thicker cuts of 
meat. 

Personally, I love to “smoke 
cook.” Fortunately, for me, I 
have a covered, “kettle” type 
grill that is great for smoke¬ 
cooking turkeys, game hens and 
roasts. I also throw on my wrap¬ 
ped baked potatoes and a house 
speciality “baked onions,” 
while the old grill is going. When 
doing large game birds and 
roasts, I recommend having a 
drip pan placed directly under 
the food and the cohls spread 
AROUND the pan. This will 
avoid fire flare-ups and burnt 
birds. 

For the strongest smoke fla¬ 
vor, you must add chips or twigs 
of aromatic wood to your char¬ 
coal. Hickory chips are the most 
widely used of flavoring and 
should be soaked and tossed on 
the fire during the entire pro¬ 
cess, every 15 minutes or so. A 
few large, peeled garlic cloves 
tossed in will add a pungency, as 
will slivered gingeroot. Twigs of 
fruitwood such as twigs from 
cherry or apple trees add aroma 
and flavor too. Don’t forget your 
herb garden (if you have one)

and toss on a few bay leaves and 
even some thyme and rosemary 
work wonders in adding distinct 
flavors. 

SOY LEMON MARINADE FOR 
BEEF 

(great for cheaper cuts of beef) 

1/2 cup soy sauce 

1/2 cup salad oil 

1/2 teaspoon seasoned pepper 

1/2 cup lemon juice 

1 bay leaf 

1 clove garlic, crushed 

Place all ingredients in a 
heavy plastic food bag. Add 
meat. Secure and allow to 
marinate at least 4 hours, pre- 
ferrably overnight. Makes 
enough marinade for a 6-pound 
roast. 

FISH SMOKED IN PAPER 
(something different) 

ALLOW 1 POUND OF FISH 
PER PERSON 

Clean the fish, remove head 
and tails. Rub with salt and 
sprinkle with pepper. Stuff 
with equal parts of chopped 
parsley and onion. 

Wrap each fish well in but¬ 
tered waxed paper. 

Soak 8 double sheets of news¬ 
paper in water and warp fish so 
the thickness of paper is about 1 
inch. 

Place on hot coals (not 
flames). Let paper smolder, 
but not burn. (So have that 
squirt bottle ready). When the 
packets have smoldered down 
to the waxed paper layer, use 
tongs to remove. Remove 
waxed paper (skin should stick 
to waxed paper) and serve with 
melted butter and lemon. (A 3- 
pound fish will take approx¬ 
imately 1 1/4 hours.) 

SMOKY PEACH BASTE 
(great on lamb, pork or 
chicken) 

1 can (about 9 oz.) peaches 
1/4 cup catsup 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 tablespoons oil or melted 
butter 

1/2 teaspoon liquid smoke 

Puree all in blender or pro¬ 
cessor until smooth. 

BOURBON RIBS 

1/4 cup catsup 
1/4 cup vinegar 
2 teaspoons soy sauce 
1/3 cup bourbon 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1/2 teaspoon dry mustard 
1/4 cup molasses 
1 tablespoon Worchestershire 
1/4 teaspoon pepper 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
3-4 lbs. lean ribs 

Several hours before cook¬ 
ing, mix all ingredients except 
ribs. Cut ribs into serving 
pieces. Bake at 425 degrees, un¬ 
covered for 30 minutes. Pour 
off fat. Pour half the cause over 
the ribs. Bake at 325 degrees 
for 45 minutes. Place ribs over 
hot coals, cover with remain¬ 
ing sauce. Cook for 20 minutes 
over hot coals, turning and 
basting frequently.

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Sanitation Authority tax 
request deserves yes vote 


When voters go to the polls next Tuesday in 
Wayne, Westland, Inkster, Garden City and 
Dearborn Heights, the decision they will 
make will not be an easy one. 

The Central Wayne County Sanitation Au¬ 
thority, of which the five communities are 
members, is seeking approval of a 1-mill tax 
increase to finance renovations at its Dear¬ 
born Heights incinerator plant. The revenue 
generated would be used for the installation 
of an electrostatic precipitator, which would 
allow the authority to resume the burning of 
refuse. 

The authority, formed in the 1950s, had 
burned the refuse from its members until De¬ 
cember 1982, when it was forced to shut down 
the furnance because it could not meet clean 
air standards. Since then, it has operated as a 
transfer site, shipping incoming refuse to the 
Woodland Meadows landfill in Canton 
Township. 

The issue in Tuesday’s election is clear cut-- 
an environmentally safe way of disposing of 
refuse versus continued dependence on land¬ 
fills. 

Public opinion is not supportive of landfills. 
In Huron and Sumpter townships, residents 
are up in arms over proposed landfill sites. In 
Wayne residents are continuing to protest the 
problems posed by the Woodland Meadows 
landfill, located on the border between Wayne 
and Canton Township. Blowing refuse and 
obnoxious odors are among their com¬ 
plaints. 

But then again, public opinion of late has 
not been supportive of millage increase re¬ 
quests. Residents have in school elections, ex¬ 
pressed a desire to keep taxes status quo, but 


in most cases have declined to approve in¬ 
creases. A case in point is the Inkster School 
District, where voters last month approved 
by a 2-1 margin the continuation of a 4-mill tax 
levy, but rejected an additional 5-mill in¬ 
crease. Likewise a 1-mill tax increase, ear¬ 
marked specifically for a public library, went 
down in defeat in a special election in the City 
of Westland in April. 

We understand the authority’s need to get 
the furnaces back on line, in light of the fact 
that landfill space in the county will be com¬ 
pletely exhausted in less than 10 years. We 
can also understand the authority’s eager¬ 
ness to get the furnaces in operation as soon 
as possible in light of that dwindling landfill 
space-as those sites are exhausted, more and 
more communities will turn to incineration to 
dispose of refuse or pay a high price to have it 
carted to landfills in other parts of the state. 

We, like the Wayne County Taxpayers. 
Association, support the concept of burning 
refuse as opposed to dumping in landfills that 
could one day becoming a threat to our 
health, safety and welfare. We have spent 
enough time destroying our environment. It 
is time to start restoring it so that future gen¬ 
erations will be able to appreciate what we 
have for so long taken for granted. 

We also agree with the taxpayers associa¬ 
tion that the property tax has been overused, 
although an assessment based on usage, as 
suggested by the group, would be most likely 
create another unneccessary bureaucracy. 

We strongly urge voters in the five com¬ 
munities to support the authority’s request. A 
yes vote, we feel, will be a vote for a healthy 
future.

Last Wednesday I was returning from 
Washington, D.C., following a quick trip for a 
meeting. I peered out the window of the 727 
aircraft as we left the ground and climbed into 
the heavens. The hot streets and stone monu¬ 
ments of Washington disappeared below as 
we gained altitude. 

Usually, when I travel by air, I am preoc- 
cuppied with thoughts of business, oceuppied 
by reading, doing paperwork or engaged in 
conversation with a fellow passenger.

In regard to the renovation 
Senior Center, I would like to 
take this opportunity to correct 
many of the false data in Coun¬ 
cilman Nancy Neal’s letter to 
Council on May 6,1985, of which 
you printed in part in your May 
15 edition of The Westland 
Eagle. 

Not only was Councilman 
Neal’s letter erroneous in her 
figures, but the data she used 
was misleading and blatently 
false. 

The criterion she used was 
outdated (1983 figures) and in 
no way comparable to what we 
are building and renovating. 
The figures in her letter are 
nearly 100 percent wrong, and I 
am shocked by her attempt to 
discredit the Council, the 
Administration, our architect 
and the Olson Construction Co. 

She has vilified highly qual¬ 
ified persons without every in¬ 
vestigating all the facts. Even 
though we had a study session 
with our architect and contrac¬ 
tor at which she was present, 
Mrs. Neal never asked any of 
the questions in your article un¬ 
til the Council meeting was in 
progress. 

Now let us take the facts as 
they actually are: 

On March 27 invitations to 
bid on the construction and re¬ 
novation of the New Senior 
Center were advertised in the 
Eagle, Construction Publica¬ 
tion on March 21, and in the 
Dodge Reports on March 18. 
Eleven construction com¬ 
panies picked up bids of which 5 
actually bid on the project. 

On April 4 at 3 p.m. (which I 
was present) sealed bids were 
opened at City Hall and the 
Olson Construction Co. of St. 
Clair Shores was the low bidder 
at $873,000 (not the $852,000 as 
Mrs. Neal stated) amounting to 
$72.75 per square foot. On April 
15, Council passed a motion to 
accept the low bid, and I was 
asked to negotiate along with 
the administration, to lower 
the costs, which we did on April 
24. We reduced expenditures 
by $21,000 bringing the new 
costs to $852,000. On April 29, 
Council held a special meeting 
to approve the contract but was 
postponed until the May 6 Coun¬ 
cil meeting. On May 6, we 
approved the new bid (contract) 


of $852,000. 

Mrs. Neal, on April 29, said 
costs were reduced to $61 per 
square foot - not true - costs 
were still $71 per square foot. 
This is for a complete building, 
not a shell! 

Let's examine the cost fi¬ 
gures of the Senior Center Mrs. 
Neal mentioned located in Min¬ 
nesota , that was a 2,720-square- 
foot building, which cost was 
$107,652 or $39.58 per square foot 
to build two years ago at a con¬ 
servative 10 percent inflation 
factor per year add $21,530 and 
you get $129,182. Now our build¬ 
ing is about 4.5 times this size, 
so if you multiply $129,182 
times 4.5 you get $581,319 or $4 
more per square foot for this 
structure, than we are paying 
for ours. 

Unfortunately, Mrs. Neal co¬ 
mingled 10 percent of truth 
with 90 percent of falsehood. 

No one will dispute the fact 
that as a legislator, Mrs. Neal 
has the right, even the obliga¬ 
tion, to question costs of every 
building contract. Coupled 
with that, however, is her re¬ 
sponsibility to collect the true 
costs to present to the public. 

False and misleading costs 
based on structures built two 
years ago reflects not only Mrs. 
Neals lack of construction 
knowledge, but has a demean¬ 
ing ripple effect on the entire 
Council. 

Now let’s look at what Mrs. 
Neal did not include in the $71 
per square foot figure: 

1. $18,000 for brick walls, 

2. $27,000 for architect fees, 

3. $18,000 for walking course, 

4. $11,000 greenhouse, 

5. $5,200 HVAC screening, 

6. $4,900 sound system, 

7. $9,000 fire and security 
alarm, 

8. $3,600 shower room, 

9. $13,300 permits, water taps 
and bonds, 

10. $28,000 site work, 

11. $4,200 landscaping, 

12. $10,500 fencing, 

13. $48,300 paving parking 
lot, 

14. $3,150 curb cuts, 

15. $2,150 site engineering, 

16. $5,000 passing lane, 

17. $1,500 removal and in¬ 
stall, new sign, 

18. $35,700 kitchen equip¬ 
ment, 

19. $9,000 kitchen cabinets 

20. $26,100 demo work, 

21. $8,000 sprinkler system, 

22. $1,300 fire prevention sys¬ 
tem - kitchen, 

23. $49,000 siding, 

24. $2,000 shutters, 

25. $27,000 partitions, 

26. $54,814 underground sew¬ 
ers, water lines, etc. 

This adds up to $425,714 of ex¬ 
tras. When you deduct this 
from the $852,000 total cost, you 
get a cost for the renovation 
and construction of the build¬ 
ing of $426,286. Divide 12,000 
square feet of this building into 
$426,286 and you get $35 per 
square foot, or $4 less per 
square foot than the Minnesota 
senior center! 

These facts, plus more than 
$40,000 of money and equip¬ 
ment in donations so far, make 
this building a very cost effec¬ 
tive structure. 

Mrs. Neal also stated the cost 
of material were not broken 
down - simply not true! The 


problem is she never bothered 
to ask for or examine this in¬ 
formation until eight days after 
Council voted to approve the 
contract and weeks after the 
bid was approved! 


Even more frightening is 
Mrs. Neal’s lack of profes¬ 
sionalism as a legislator in not 
researching this project before 
she made her erronious state¬ 
ments. For some strange 


reason, Mrs. Neal has tried to 
scuttle this project. 

If anyone doubts these fi¬ 
gures, I have them available at 
anytime by calling me at City 
Hall at 467-3183.
